Armitage [Offlow] (St John the Baptist) was an independent parochial curacy probably in the 
patronage of the prebendary of Lichfield Hansacre then John Cornelius c1605-1675. He may have 
presented Josias Deane e1638-1697 who was probably appointed parochial curate in 1663. The 
parish of one township was a simple parochial constablewick .

ARMITAGE (St. John), with Handsacre, a parish, in the union of Lichfield, S. division of the hundred 
of Offlow and of the county of Stafford, 3 miles (E. S. E.) from Rugeley; containing 967 inhabitants. 
This place was formerly called Hermitage, from a tradition that a hermit anciently resided in a 
sequestered spot between the church and the river Trent. The parish is intersected by the Grand 
Trunk canal, is skirted by the Trent, and lies on the main road from Lichfield to Uttoxeter, in a 
beautiful and fertile part of the county exceedingly well wooded; it comprises 1921a. 2r. 24p., 
whereof 821 acres are arable, 829 pasture, 100 wood, and 70 acres gardens. Bricks and tiles are 
made to some extent. The living is a perpetual curacy, in the patronage of the Bishop of Lichfield; 
net income, £100, with a small glebe. The tithes formerly belonged to a canonry in Lichfield 
cathedral, which being suppressed, they have fallen to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners; they have 
been commuted for £336. The body of the church was rebuilt, and a south aisle added, in the 
Norman style, in 1845, at a cost of £1500; the old porch, also, was restored: the font is curious, and 
very ancient. There is a place of worship for Independents; also a national school for boys and girls, 
established in 1839.— See Handsacre.

The prevalence of popery comes as no surprise if the behaviour of the clergy approached that of 
John Walton, Archdeacon of Derby, who was accused of adultery, simony, abusing ministers in his 
court, accepting bribes and imposing unlawful oaths on the apparitors of his court (Ms. 708, f.5). 
And no great ornament of his cloth was Sir Hugh, the curate of nearby Armitage in Staffordshire, 
who was denounced in 1593 as a great stealer of the Queen's deer (Ms. 700, £95).

Seth Wood (?parochial curate of Armitage) c1608-c1672 
Wood, born about 1608, was a son of Tempest Wood M.A. (vicar of Lenton, Lincs) c1575-?1639 and 
Elizabeth. He studied at Cambridge where at Easter 1626 he matriculated from Magdalene College. 
At Cambridge he graduated B.A. in 1628.9 (M.A., 1632). He was ordained deacon (? and priest) 
before 19 Jul 1635 when his first child Catherine was christened at Mavesyn Ridware where he 
might have been a stipendiary curate. His second child Cornelius, born on 1 Sep 1636 in 
Staffordshire, was not christened at Mavesyn Ridware probably because Wood was by then living at 
neighbouring Armitage where he was presumably parochial curate. About 1638 he was styled " 
Seth Wood of Annitage - minister of the gospel", when he testified to the honest life and 
conversation of a local preacher Humphrey Vincent ?1595-.... On 15 Mar 1638.9 after presentation 
by Sir William Armine of Osgodby, Lincs 1st Bart 1593-1651 he was instituted by Canterbury as 
vicar of Lenton, Lincs (having received a dispensation "to succeed his father Tempest Wood clerk" 
the day before). (Later in 1651 on Armine's death Wood preached his funeral sermon). On 30 Oct 
1643 he was appointed compliant minister of Long Melford rectory, Suffolk but in 1648 resigned 
and returned to Lincolnshire (but may have been in office at Long Melford again in 1654). On 29 
Aug 1654 he was appointed compliant minister of London Christ Church vicarage and on 19 Sep 
1655 a lecturer at Westminster Abbey. On 19 Sep 1657 he was admitted as a lecturer at 
Westminster St Margaret. On 24 Oct 1657 he was appointed an Assistant Commissioner for the 
ejection of scandalous ministers in Middlsesex. On 1 Oct 1658 he was appointed compliant 
minister, of Dinton vicarage, Bucks but was never admitted. By 1660 he was in office at London St 
Leonard Eastcheap where he was ejected that year. In Jan 1660.1 he signed a declaration against 
Thomas Venner c1609-1661 [ODNB] who was executed that month for leading an uprising against 
the government. Whilst living at Westminster in 1661 he was said to be a London congregational 
minister. In May 1670 he was resident "ye back-side of' Red Lion, Gray's Inn Lane" when he was 
convicted by the lord mayor of London for preaching in Blackfriars . Wood died, aged about 64, 
about 1672 and was buried at St Leonards, Bucks where his son John Wood was parochial curate. 
In 1707 an inscribed monument (below) was placed in the church by his 1st son Cornelius Wood 
1636-1712 with the family coat of arms Gules semy fitchy argent three demi savages with clubs 
elevated proper. Wood married on Sep 1634 at Lenton to Elizabeth by whom he had 5 sons and 2 
daughters. John Wood (parochial curate of St Leonards, Bucks) 1639-21697 was his 2nd son, Aaron 
Wood (rector of Greens Norton, Northants) c1643-1720 was his 3rd son. Wood was the author of 
Orders from the Lord of Hostes, for Regulating the Hostes of the Lord ... (1646) and The Saints 
Enterance Into Peace and Rest by Death ... in a Sermon Preached at the Funerall of ... Sir William 
Armyne, Baronet... (1651) 
Beneath this marble lie buried the bodies of Mr Seth Wood, Minister of the Gospel, and Mrs Elizabeth Wood 
his wife, who had issue, these seaven children following, viz Katherine Wood, their eldest daughter;

I desire you therefore 
let Thos Lee the Sexton gather them in your name for me What you please to allow me for the Hay or what shal come to your 
hands of these Tithes or the arrears of Lord's Rent if you keep a Court I pray you give it into the hands of Mr Hobert and hee 
will conveigh it to me in Linconshire. This is all Sr more then my most fervent wishes yt Melford may proove an happy 
province to you and that you may bee a full blessing in the Gospell to them.

Philip Sharpe (presbyterian minister of Burton-upon-Trent) ?1624-?1669 B131 
Sharpe, born in Derbyshire (? and christened on 15 Apr 1624 at Derby All Saints) was probably a 
son of John Sharpe of Derby brazier c1592-1669 and Mary. (In his will made on 24 Dec 1668 John 
Sharpe mentions a property at Winshill (in the Derbyshire part of Burton-upon-Trent) and his son 
Mr Philip Sharpe.) Sharpe studied at Cambridge where on 28 Jun 1644 he was admitted sizar at 
Emmanuel College and matriculated that year. At Cambridge he graduated B.A. in 1647. He was 
presumably qualified to be a presbyterian clergyman before his appointment (? in 1647) as 
presbyterian minister of Armitage and Kings Bromley. At Armitage he received an augmentation of 


£6 to his salary which was increased in 1651 to £46. As “Minister of Kings Bromley” apparently a 
committed presbyterian, he signed the Staffordshire testimony of Jul 1648. He resigned these 
offices before his appointment (? on 25 Dec 1651) as presbyterian minister of Burton-upon-Trent. 
On 17 Mar 1651.2 he was granted by the Committee (? for the reformation of the universities) an 
augmentation of £50 to his salary of £40. On 28 Aug 1654 he was appointed an Assistant 
Commissioner for the ejection of scandalous ministers in Staffordshire. In 1654 he certified the 
fitness of a candidate for the ministry. [He may be the man of this name who on 27 Jun 1655 was 
admitted as presbyterian minister of Gravesend, Kent rectory and in early Jun 1660 may have 
continued as de jure rector but, by An act for the confirming and restoring of ministers (13 Sep 
1660), was apparently displaced from office. This man probably married about 1655 to a woman by 
whom he had a daughter christened at Gravesend in 1656.

Nathaniel Mansfield M.A. (presbyterian minister of Armitage) c1629-1708 B124 
Mansfield, born about 1629 in London, is of unkown parentage. He was educated at St Paul's 
School, London. He studied at Cambridge where on 18 May 1647 he was admitted sizar at 
Magdalene College and matriculated that year and also at Oxford where on 27 Feb 1650.1 asa 
commoner he matriculated from Corpus Christi College. At Oxford he graduated B.A. on 6 Mar 
1650.1 (M.A., Peterhouse, Cambridge, 1654). He was presumably ordained as a presbyterian 
clergyman before 3 May 1654 when he was appointed by the Trustees for the maintenance of 
preaching ministers as presbyterian minister of Armitage parochial curacy. Here for 5 or 6 years he 
received an augmentation of £50 to his salary. In Jun 1660 he likely continued in office as de facto 
parochial curate. By 28 Mar 1661 he had probably resigned at Armitage on his appointment as 
parochial curate of Willesley, Derbys where he is said to have paid a clerical subsidy in Feb 1661.2. 
On 24 Aug 1662 he did not subscribe to The act of uniformity and was thus to be deprived. He was 
still in office on 8 Sep. In 1669 he was a teacher of a conventicle at his own house in Atherstone, 
Warwicks only attended by a congregation said to be "few & inconsiderable". On 10 Jun 1672 he 
was licensed as a presbyterian teacher at the house of Mrs Thornton (a widow) at Mancetter, 
Warwicks (which had been licensed as a meeting-place on 13 May). The Comon Fund survey of 
dissenting ministers taken about 1690 has under Staffordshire the entry "Ministers that have a 
Competent Supply - Mr Nath: Mansfield - [ejected Minister] Of Armitage - able to goe abroad every 
Lords day 4. 5. or 6 miles for 9/0 or 7/0 pr day and horse hire paid out of it". On 30 May 1699 he 
was an ordaining minister at the ordination at Oldbury, Worcs of John Reynolds 1668-1727 [ODNB], 
son of John Reynolds (presbyterian minister of Wolverhampton) 1632-1683, and on 19 Sep 1705 at 
that of Thomas Pickard at Birmingham. It is unclear exactly where Mansfield lived after 1662. 
Calamy (who believed Mansfield was ejected from Armitage) writing in 1713 states "After his 
Ejectment he preach'd Occasionally about the Country, and liv'd at Walsall." A later writer (1778) 
states "He lived some time after his ejectment at Wolverhampton, and then at Walsall where he 
died. At the beginning of his Nonconformity he preached but seldom, but afterwards more 
frequently. He was a fervent and affectionate preacher". Mansfield died, aged about 79, in Jul 1708 
at Walsall where he was buried on 14 Jul. His will made on 10 Jul 1708 was proved under Lichfield 
on 29 Nov 1708. His personalty (which included "Library of Books £12") was valued at £427/15/6. 
Mansfield married about 1660 to Ann by whom he had 1 son and 1 daughter. In his will he made a 
bequest to his son Nathaniel on strict conditions. It is said that "He had many crosses, the greatest 
of which was by his son ..." He also leaves "unto my grandson Fowler Walker all such of my bookes 
as are fit & suitable for the use of a minister if my son in law Roger Walker [executor] do educate 
him suitable for the ministry". Fowler Walker minister e1690-1753 (who died at Abergavenny, 
Mons) was the author of A Defence of Infant Baptism: Wherein the Arguments for it from Scripture, 
Reason, and Antiquity, are Briefly Offer'd ... (1732) which was later published in Welsh. In 1675 
mentions in a letter "my brother Jesson, of Lychfield". This was probably William Jesson of Lichfield 
gentleman c1620-1686 whose house at Lichfield was licensed for presbyterian worship in 1672.

Laurence Brierley (parochial curate of Armitage) c1604-1681 

Brierley, born perhaps about 1604, is of unknown parentage. Although sometimes styled M.A. he 
was probably only educated to literate grade. He was presumably ordained deacon and priest 
before 30 Jun 1634 when after presentation by Thomas Milner clerk he was instituted as vicar of 
Willington, Derbys. By 1651.2 he was in office as compliant minister of Wychnor dependent 
parochial curacy. On 28 Mar 1661 he was appointed parochial curate of Armitage, in Jan 1661.2 
paid a clerical subsidy of 5/0, subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 22 Jul 1662 and was appointed 
reader there on 23 Oct 1662. In Jun 1663 he was instituted vicar of Tideswell, Derbys. On 16 Aug 
1676 qua vicar he appointed John Morewood as curate of Wormhill, Derbys. Still in office at 
Tideswell he died, perhaps aged about 77, and was buried there on 9 Jan 1680.1. An inscribed 
monument placed in the church read "Exuviae Lau: Brierly vic. hujus Ecclesiae v. id: Jan: 1680. 
Nescitis horam." Brierley may not have married. William Bagshaw (presbyterian minister of 
Glossop, Derbys) 1628-1702 wrote "... (Mr. Bryarly) was stricken in years when he entred on that 
Charge [Tideswell], and yet continued years in it. One with whom I have discoursed to Edification; 
setting aside the Points wherein we differ’d, and I took it to be an honour to him that he was no 
Arminian, and that he was for the due Observance (and Sanctification) of the Christan Sabbath."

He was followed by LAURENCE BRIERLEY, M.A., who was instituted 13th June, 1663. Bagshaw in the notices which he 
gives of the vicars of Tideswell does not seem to have been aware of the few months vicariate of Isaac Simpson, but states 
that Mr. Brierley when at an advanced age followed Mr. Beebee. This is what he tells us of him “After him followed one who 
was stricken in years when he entered on that charge (Mr. Bryarly), and yet continued years in it. One with whom I have 
discoursed to edification, setting aside the points wherein we differed, and I took it to be an honour to him that he was no 
Arminian and that he was for the due observance and (sanctification) of the Christian Sabbath!”[De Spiritualibus Pecci p55, 
see original below]. At this time, and indeed until it was separated off in 1859, Wormhill was a chapelry in the parish of 
Tideswell. In the Wormhill Registers is this quaint entry ”Nicholas Bagshaw clerke and Schoole master for want of a better. 
1674”. Brierley seems to have reported his appointment of a curate to serve at Wormhill to the authorities at Lichfield, for 
amongst the Cathedral MSS. is the following “Know all by these p'sents that I Laurence Bryerly Vicar of Tyddeswell in the 
County of Derby have elected nominated and chosen and by these presents doe elect nominate and choos John Morewood to 
serve the cure at Wormhill. Witness my hand thereunto the 16 day of August Anno Dni 1676. per me Laurentium Brierly 
Vicarium de Tiddeswell.” [Lichfield MSS T12]. Seeing that Laurence Brierley was "stricken in years" when he was appointed 


vicar of Tideswell, and that he continued to hold that office for eighteen years, he must have attained a great age when he 
died on January 9th, 1680.1. His burial is thus recorded in the Register “1680. Jan. 9, Sepult. erat Lawrencius Brierley de 
Tid., vicarius. et A.M.” Visitors to Tideswell will have noticed in the "Cathedral of the Peak," suspended against the north 
wall of the chancel, a small brass, on one side of which is engraved a portion of an inscription to Bishop Pursglove, whilst on 
the other are the words "Exuviae Lau: Brierly vic. hujus Ecclesiae v. id: Jan: 1680. Nescitis horam.” [DAJ 1917 p104-5]

Deane, born perhaps about 1638, is of unknown parentage. He may have studied at Oxford as a 
student at Brasenose College but is not known to have graduated. On 23 Oct 1662 he was 
appointed schoolmaster of Mavesyn Ridware parish school. In Jan 1662.3 he was ordained deacon 
and in Jul 1663 ordained priest (both) by Lichfield. 

Perhaps in 1663 after probable presentation by the prebendary of Lichfield Hansacre then John 
Cornelius c1605-1675 he was licensed parochial curate of Armitage and perhaps in the same year 
after probable presentation by the prebendary of Lichfield Alrewas then Richard Harrison (rector of 
Blithfield) c1611-1676 QV was, jointly, licensed parochial curate of Pipe Ridware. In Jan 1663.4 he 
was licensed as a preacher by Lichfield. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Armitage and Pipe 
Ridware constablewicks but was not assessed at either place. By 4 Aug 1666 John Ashbrook 
c1624-.... had succeded Deane at Armitage. On 1 Feb 1666.7 after presentation by George Digby of 
Sandon esquire c1590-1675 he was instituted vicar of Sandon. He resigned at Sandon before 13 
Apr 1681 when he was appointed vicar of Dunchurch, Warwickshire. On 10 Mar 1682.3 he was 
appointed prebendary of Lichfield Dassett Parva. Still in both offices he died, perhaps aged about 
59, and was buried on 26 Jun 1697 at Dunchurch. His will made on 22 Jun 1697 was proved under 
Lichfield on 21 Oct 1697. The value of his personalty is undiscovered but in his will he made 
bequests exceeeding £300. Deane married about 23 Dec 1662 to Ann Shaw probably older 
daughter of William Shaw (rector of Mavesyn Ridware) c1617-1672 QV by whom he had 3 
daughters.
